hammer. ' Another Deadly swing.-of 
the hammer was broken by the chan- 
•delier. which was smashed to bits. 
,The Rev. Stemper suffered a lacerar 
tltAlthongh3 "stricken almost uncon- 
scious, the priest made an outcry and 
lunged toward his assailant, who fled 
in a panic. The Rev. Jos. P. Faust, 
assistant to Rev. Stemper, appeared 
on the scene and gave ctase, but was 
unable to overtake the fugitive. 
It was originally thought that the 
intention of .the assault was robbery, 
until it became known that a man 
answering the same 
description re- 
centlv presented a letter of practically 
the same wording to the Rev. A. B. 
Sallck-of St. Anne's church. The fact 
that a school boy happened into the 
pastoral home on that occasion prob- 
ably prevented a similar attack. The 
similarity of the two instances lead 
the police to believe that the assail- 
ant is a religious fanatic.

Diacuss Plan in Detail, Then Unani- 


mously Vote They Are Opposed

Baltimore, Nov. 17.—The American 


Federation of Labor by a unanimous 
vote today declared against the pro- 
vision of President Wilson's legisla- 
tive program "making illegal any rail- 
road strike'or lockout prior to investi- 
gation of the merits of the case." 
The committee report which was 
adopted, recommended that the con- 
vention "take an unequivocal position 
against compulsory institutions 
in 
favor of maintenance of institutions 
and opportunities for freedom." 
The convention had before it that 
section of the executive council's re- 
port dealing with the railroad broth- 
erhoods' threatened strike. Referring 
to the bill Introduced in congress for 
the purpose of preventing strikes and 
interruptions of transportation, mod- 
eled after the Canadian compulsory 
investigation act, the report eays: 
'*Thls effort to again subject wage 
earners 
to 
involuntary 
servitude, 
aroused the determined resistance of 
wage earners generally. To their de- 
clarations against involuntary servi- 
tude,, the proponents of the legisla- 
tion have replied 
that 
although a 
strike would be made illegal under 
the proposed law, and strikers crim- 
inals yet individual workers were not 
deprived of the right to quit work. 
% is pure sophistry that only aug- 
ments the sense of the injustice that 
wage earners may feel for industrial 
wrongs to allow them by law the rights 
of 'individuals to quit work and to de- 
clare that they cannot agree with fel- 
low workers that conditions are so 
bad that their only hope of Justice and 
fair dealing lies in agreeing together 
to quit work, that is to refuse to per- 
form their usual tasks—to strike.

NO FOOD SUPPLY

New York, Nov. 17.—Prisoners from 
the invaded portions of France, hew 
in German prison camps, virtually 
have to subsist on such supplies as 
are sent to them, and those unfor- 
tunates who have no one to look after 
their individual needs, face a 
truly 
terrible" fate, according to Ur. M. f . 
Rcoseboom, assistant secretary of the 
permanent court of arbitration ar the 
Hague, who arrived here today Irom 
Rotterdam on the steamship Nieuw 
Amsterdam. Dr. Rooseboom

statement issued on his arrival, said 
his mission here was mainly to inter- 
est Americans in the relief work now 
being carried on In Holland for the 
prisoners.

Their plight la being re- 
lieved to the fullest pxtent possible by 
people of Holland. Individuals there 
adopting an individual prisoner and 
sending packages at least twice -a 
month containing necessities of life.

The committee's report, was sub- 
mitted by Supervisor K. L. Blngham, 
an, follows: : 
"Committee No. 6, having 
under 
consideration the question referred 
to it by this board In regard to sur- 
veving the highway between Beloit 
and Janesville,' wish to report as fol- 
lows: That we are in favor of said 
survey, as it offers the bent practical 
means for the board to pass upon the 
matter of accepting federal and state 
aid for building said road, and also 
since by having the road surveyed thl? 
fall, It "will enable the plans and esti- 
mates to be prepared In time to build 
said road next summer, if that should 
be the final conclusion of the board 
Furthermore, parts of this road be- 
ing In immediate need of construction, 
this survey could be. used In the regu- 
lar way in case it could not be built 
with federal and state aid.

In a severe case the patient

bent to favor relaxation of the nerve.

Heat is always a relief in any neu- 
ritis.

SIMPLE PAPER PRESS. 
There is a great demand just, now 
for materials from which to make pa- 
per, and the housewife will do well to 
save all- waste paper. It is surprising 
how much accumulates in a short time. 
A fair price Is paid for it, and the eco- 
nomical housewife should turn It Into 
money.

Many burn their waste paper be- 
cause buyers demand that it be baled. 
The bating process is simple. A home- 
made baling press may be easily con- 
structed.

Obtain a good-sized storebox, and 
make a slot a few inches wide length- 
wise on the bottom. Lay in the box 
three or four stout pieces of twine, 
lengthwise of bottom and parallel to 
each other a few Inches apart, leav- 
ing ends extend over the ends of the 
box long enough to tie over bale after 
box is filled with paper.
